One Woman and Two Men. 
H e n r y W a r d B e e c h e r is a learn­ 
ed man, an orator, a man of attractive 
presence, a mapnetizer, a humanizing 
philosopher. Mrs. 
E l i z a b e t h It. 
T i l t o n is a woman, pretty, amiable, 
warm-hearted, religious by instinct, 
and reverential by nature. She wor­ 
ships God and reveres Mr. B e e c h e r . 
T h e o d o r e T i l t o n has ab'llty, is an 
ojatof of the successful lecturer class, 
has no religious principles that he be­ 
lieves himself, is a sort of social free­ 
lance; believes in free love, and prac­ 
tices what he believes. These are our 
photographs of the three persons 
now attracting more attention than 
any other trio of American citizens. 
The statements of each as they follow 
the other in rapid succession are eager­ 
ly read by all classes of the common­ 
wealth, and opinions as to the guilt or 
innocence of each are almost as 
varied as the readers are numerous. 
If we could place all the parties to the 
controversy on the same moral plane 
and judge them as we should judge 
three persons who sought only to es­ 
tablish the truth, T i l t o n ’s charges 
would almost assume the character of 
positive conviction, and people unac­ 
quainted with the accuser and the ac­ 
cused, until possessed of a clear analy- 
zation of the characters of all, cannot 
avoid a conclusion almost amounting 
to a verdict of guilty against Mr. 
B e e c h e r . But we cannot conduct 
the trial on this plan—we cannot ac­ 
cept the statement and leave the mo­ 
tion entirely unconsidered. Nor can 
we convince ourselves that the 
bare statement of one of these men is 
is worthy of the same credence as the 
other. A man’s unsupported state­ 
ment is strong or weak according to 
his moral character and reputa­ 
tion for veracity. 
Unfortunately 
for Mr. TrLTox his moral character 
is not, like C .e s a r would have his 
wife, above suspicion. He is the 
avowed convert of a social system 
which repudiates the marriage con­ 
tract; he has offered evidence of envy 
of Mr. B e e c h e r , and his charges from 
beginning to end are fraught with a 
strong odor of jealousy. Evidently he 
believes all he says concerning Mr. 
B e e c h e r and Mrs. T i l t o n . He has 
himself proved false to his altar vows, 
and he has worked himself into a be­ 
lief that his wife lias also broken hers. 
He is crazed with envy, jealousy and 
a consciousness that he is worse than 
he alleges Mr. B e e c h e r to be, and 
that his wife can never sink below the 
plane on which he stands himself. 
Hence we said at the first signs of a 
fresh eruption of this scandal moun­ 
tain that T i l t o n ’s word proved noth­ 
ing; that he could only establish the 
criminality of his wife and Mr. 
B e e c h e r through written statements 
”over their own signatures or through 
their own confession. Until tlie agita­ 
tion of this T i l t o n matter, B e e c h e r 
has stood fair before the world. His 
character has never been reproached 
and his moral reputation has been un­ 
spotted. T i l t o n charges, and he de­ 
nies. Wlille it is a simple question of 
veracity between these two men, 
B e e c i i e r is in no danger whatever of 
being put down. We doubt if T i l t o n 
will be able to produce positive proof 
of B e e c h e r ’s guilt. If he is guilty 
und the world comes to believe him 
so, the evidence must come from 
B e e c h e r himself. It may be argued 
that he has already admitted too 
much; that the acknowledgment of 
Mrs. T i l t o n 's wild love for him and 
the admission that he accepted her 
blandishments; that these love pas­ 
sages or idol worshipings were of fre­ 
quent occurrence, is in the estimation 
of the world nothing more or less than 
pleading guilty to the indictment of 
adultery. 
We have 
no doubt 
many people reach this conclu­ 
sion. To the common mind, it 
is next to impossible not to feel a bias 
in that direction. Yet the absolute 
proof is wanting, and if we imagine it 
an easy thing, or even a possibility, to 
set a keg of powder on fire and extin­ 
guish it in time to save half the ex­ 
plosive material, we shall have no 
difficulty in persuading ourselves that 
Mrs. T i l t o n ’s love for her pastor was 
the adoration of the creature for the 
creator, and that the pastor’s love for 
the parishioner was of that platonic 
character about which we have all 
read so mucii and experienced so lit­ 
tle. Mr. B e e c h e r ’s published state­ 
ment that Mrs. T i l t o n loved him— 
loved him tenderly and caressingly— 
may be construed into a disposition to 
sacrifice the woman in order to save 
himself. We think there is some mis­ 
take about this. We have a better 
opinion of the man. T i l t o n sacrificed 
his wife at the very outset and it is 
not remarkable that he should stoop 
to an act so unmanly and despicable. 
B e e c h e r is an honorable mail, and 
will not throw the poor woman over­ 
board to save his own life. He has 
made admissions that will create a 
feeling against him. He did not con­ 
sider this part of the case and stated 
what he believed must be accepted as 
the facts. The unpreju lice 1 a i 1 im­ 
partial cannot but admit that T i l t o n 
is yet far short of proving a single 
charge made; and 30 long as he con­ 
tinues to reiterate his unproven alle­ 
gations, he will not convince a single 
man or woman of Mr. B e e c h e r ’s 
guilt. Of Mrs. T i l t o n nothing need 
be said. She is a woman. O f her 
statement there are many opinions. 
Oir belief is that while it contains 
nothing that in the least criminates 
either herself or Mr. B e e c h e r , it 
would have been as well had it never 
been writteu or published. As the 
case now appears, Mr. B e e c h e r 
stan Is just where he did on the open- 
in jd iy : ha is ohirgei with the com­ 
mission of certain disreputable acts, 
but the proof of bis guilt is not yet 
forthcoming. 


Another Local Industry. 
We are pleased to be able to Inform 
the readers of the H erald that Los 
Angeles county will soon have a fruit- 
drying factory. Mr. G e o r o e B. D a­ 
v is , one of the proprietors of the Kcl- 
sery’s nurseries, of Oakland, has pur­ 
chased the patent of the Alden Fruit- 
Drying Process for this county, and 
will soon be in this city for the pur­ 
pose of erecting the buildings and 
machinery requisite for commencing 
operations. The value of this fruit- 
drying establishment to this county 
will be very great—how great we can 
best explain by giving the following, 
from a late number of the Alta: “ The 
value of the dried fruits imported into 
this country is something Immense. 
Every week New York city alone re­ 
ceives $00,000 worth of prunes, includ­ 
ing German, Hungarian, French, etc.; 
and frequently the imports run as 
high as $100,000 per week. It is safe 
to estimate the total annual receipts 
of prunes from all sources by the 
United States at $0,000,000. The val ue 
of the raisins received is equal to or 
more than this amount. 
Another 
$5.000,000 is made up by the Zante 
currants, figs, apricots, etc. Thus the 
whole dried fruit importation cannot 
be worth less than $15,500,000 annu­ 
ally. The question now arises: What 
are the capacities of California, to re­ 
lieve the country of the necessity of 
foreign importations, and to build up 
a thriving home-industry ? So far, 
we have not done much; but there 
seems in the future no definite limit 
to the productiveness of our soil or the 
extent of the market available. At 
present, attempts are being made on 
a comparatively small scale, to bring 
this important industry to the front, 
but when these arc compared with the 
field open, they are infinitesimal. 
There are now fifteen Alden Evapor­ 
ators working at San Lorenzo, besides 
three to be immediately put in opera­ 
tion at Sonoma and at Sacramento, 
San Leandro and other places. These 
prepare $100 worth of “ Alden” fruit 
per day, during the season of 180 days. 
The San Lorenzo factory will put up 
$270,000 worth this year. Although 
this is ten times the value of any pre­ 
vious yearly product for the State, it 
is after all but a drop in the bucket. 
No appreciative difference is felt in 
fruit-growing sections; and, as usual, 
large quantities will be allowed to go 
to waste, or be sold without profit. It 
is not too much to predict that Cali­ 
fornia is capable of supplying the 
United States with dried fruit, and to 
export largely abroad. Whether she 
does so, depends upon the use made of 
the materials, and remains to be seen.

The next day Tilton 
ordered Miss Anthony never to enter 
his house again.

Almost everybody goe9 to the beaeli 
now-a-days, and those who are unable 
to do so, are both out of the world and 
out of fashion. 
Catching tlie general 
inspiration, our reporter paid a visit 
to Will Toll’s “ Seaside R etreat ” last 
Sunday, and what lie saw, heard and 
experienced is chronicled for the ben­ 
efit both of those who know how it is 
themselves, and those who don’t. 
Not to lie under the im putation of 
“ over-drawing,” we will say th a t the 
drivedow ndoesnot lie througliHly9ian 
fields, hut on the contrary tlie country 
looks a trifle more like Tartarus. Af­ 
ter leaving the green yards and shade 
trees in the suburbs, a rolling plain— 
at this season of the year dry and 
dusty — stretches out with but few 
oases to m ark the parched way until 
you reacli the sea shore. The land is 
covered for the most part with the na­ 
tive grass called “ alhlerillo,” dried to 
a crisp and matted upon the ground. 
Our Eastern visitor looks aghast when 
this is called “ excellent feed” in his 
presence, and perhaps suggests that 
shavings or curled hair be substituted, 
as containing an equal am ount of 
nourishm ent for stock. 
Nevertheless, 
the alfiierillo is all that is claimed for 
it, being perfectly cured hay and at 
tho same tim e excellent grain; the 
abundance of small seeds contained 
in it answering tiie latter purpose. 
Upon this cattle will live the Sum m er 
through without other nourishm ent 
and grow fat. 
Along the way, we saw 
several Hocks of sheep and goats graz­ 
ing, with their herders standing guard 
over them. But there was not enough 
anim ation along the whole route to 
furnish “ g o ” for a funeral procession. 
The flocks only made a sleepy fore­ 
ground for a sleepy picture; and we 
were glad enough when, at last, we 
passed through the gap in the m oun­ 
tains down tiie other side and found 
our monotonous journey drawing to a 
close. 
At the “ Seaside R e tre a t” we 
were welcomed hospitably by Mr. Tell 
and lady. Everybody lias heard of Win. 
Tell. 
Ho was the individual who 
raised such a rumpus with old Geslcr 
once upon a tim e—refused to bow to 
Gesler’s scare-crow, finally got his 
dander up. and then shot an apple. 
It m ay be gratifying to cur readers 
to know th at Mr. Tell still waves, and 
that lie now lias old Gesler in liis pos­ 
session, dried up to a mere board, 
painted red and blue, and set up on a 
commanding point for 
weather- 
vane and a warning to all tyrants. 
The Retreat does not boast of very 
elegant or very extensive quarters, 
but it lias what is better thanull these 
—good cheer; a plenty to eat and 
drink, and all out-doors for a reception 
room. 
People do not visit the place 
for the purpose of sitting indoors with 
kid gloves on, and a bottle of perfume 
adjusted to their olfactory organs, but 
rather for a romp on the beach, a sail 
on the lake, a bath, a hunt o ru fish— 
something different from the pent-up 
formalities of city life. 
And they 
who visit Toll’s find all of those enjoy­ 
ments in their most acceptable form. 
Upon t he lake there are a plenty of 
sail and row-boats, where one can 
paddle his own canoe, in still water, 
out of harm ’s way. 
Then there is 
fishing tackle to supply all demands, 
and, in the season, guns and the et 
cetera for visiting sportsmen. 
Mine 
host, too, is the most obliging of com­ 
panions, and is always ready to lead 
off in any sport th at m ay tie in hand. 
Beyond the lake, and on the other 
side of the bar, you find the tide roll­ 
ing in from the old ocean itself, with 
tiie finest beach and the best surf on 
the coast for bathing. 
W e donned 
tiie Black Crook costume in vogue at 
tiie place, and, as the term goes, 
“ waded in.” 
Perhaps the experience 
of a novice in seatbathing would be 
worth something to the entirely unin­ 
itiated, and would furnish amusement 
for those who know how the thing is 
done, but we have a constitutional 
aversion to being laughed at, and con­ 
sequently withhold what we know 
about it. 
Just as the proof of the 
pudding is the eating thereof, so you 
will never know the exact flavor of 
the briny deep until you have had a 
mouthful of it.

passed away, because not founded on 
science. 
Study and investigate, and 
we discover m any things which even 
science cannot explain—which elude 
m an’s comprehension. 
Man lias a 
spirit, the counterpart of the body in 
which it livesa—spirit eye, car, and 
endowed w ith all the senses, that can 
communicate here w ith spirits In t lie 
spirit land. 
Here the speaker pro­ 
duced m uch authority from a spiritu­ 
alistic standpoint, proving 
modern 
spiritual manifestations. 
The brain— 
the great mental organ cannot do these 
things. 
W e should look at this sub­ 
ject calmly and investigate it to ascer­ 
tain the truth. 
H as man a spirit 
which is to live on and on in another 
state ? and what is to be its condition 
there? The spirit here dares not fol­ 
low the conditions of the body—and 
in the future state, it will be free from 
the shackles of the body. 
H ow then 
c m it go on

inclination to do so. The subject was 
ably treated from his standpoint. The 
forcible, candid, and earnest m anner

found learning and intelligence which 
lie lias displayed in this long series of 
lectures, will long be remembered by 
our people, and right or wrong on t lie 
subjects of these last two lectures, his 
opinions are entitled to respect and 
investigation.
